_ DEAR Sır—[In response to yours containing a communi- 
cation from the Superintendent of Education for the State of 
Alabama, forwarding a resolution of the General Assembly 
in reference to the State Normal School, the Faculty submit 
the following report, viz: | 


As to the present condition of the Institution, we state that 
the Faculty consists of eight members, five Gentlemen and 
three Ladies; a President, who is also Prof. of Mental and 
Moral Science, a Prof. of Ancient Languages, a Prof. of 
Mathematics, 4 Prof. of English Literature, a Prof. of Nat- 
ural Science, a Teacher of Instrumental and Vocal Music, 
and two Lady Assistants in the Lit. Department of the 
School. We have numbered during this, the first term of 
the scholastic year of 1880—one huudred and fifty-one stud- 
ents, of whom fifty-five have registered as Normal students. 

We havea Senior class of six, and a Junior class of twen- 
ty-seven. The following is a detailed statement of the oper- 
ations of the School from its organization to the beginning of 
this scholastic year : 

In Sept., 1873, the first term of the ‘School -began under 
the management and instruction of four Officers, and so con- 
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tinued until the year 1879, when, after an additional appro- 
priation for the benefit of the ‘School, four others were 
elected, one Gentleman and three Ladies. 

The catalogue of 1873-4 numbers 97, of whom 19 are Nor- 
mal students, and 9 ot these have taught. , 

The catalogue of 1874-5 numbers 126; 50 Normal stud- ` 
ents, of whom 26 have taught. 

-The catalogue of 1875-6, numbers 122, young men 85; 
young ladies 37; Normal students 65; of whom 35 have 
taught. 

The catalogue of 1876-7, numbers 137—young men 94; 
young ladies 43; Normal students 54; of whom 32 have 
taught. 

The catalogue of 1877-8, numbers biori men 112; 
young ladies 39; Normal students 42; of whom 27 have 
taught. 

The catalogue of 1878-9, numbers ieee men 102; 
young ladies 51; Normal students 48; of whom 30 liave 
taught. 

The catalogue of 1879-80, numbers 201---young men 131. 
young ladies 70; Normal students 79; of whom 36 have 
taught. 

The total number of Graduates is : 

Graduates of 1877: Miss Mary Jones, has taught,3 years ; 
Miss Susie Jones, 4 years; Miss M. E. Rice, 1 year; Mr. 
P. P. Anderson, 3 years. | 

Graduates of 1878: Miss Ellen Anglin, has taught 2 years ; 
Mr. T. B. Price, 3 years; Mr. W. E. Powers, 3 years. © 

Graduates of 1879: Miss Theresa Kachelhofar, has taught 
2 years; Miss Annie Smith, 1 a Mr. Asa S. Rice, 2 
years; Mr. S. D. Weakley, Jr., 2 years. 

Graduates of 1880: Miss Tennis Jones, and Miss Mattie 
Jones, have not taught; Mr. R. M. Brown, Mr. P. R. Jones, 
and Mr. S. H. Morris, now teaching; Mr. William Porter, 


has taught one term. 


It will be observed that all our Graduates have taught or 
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are teaching, except two who graduated last summer, and 
these will doubtless teach when they can secure situations. 

We would also state—as may have been observed from 
this report—that the patronage of the Institution has grad- 
_ ually increased and extended, until now it embraces Laud- 
erdale, Colbert, Franklin, Lawrence, Morgan, Limestone, 
Madison, Blount, Shelby, Jefferson, Jackson, Montgomery 
and Escambia Counties. 

It is not improper to state here, that while we have not 
graduated a great many teachers, numbers of our under- 
graduates have engaged in teaching in different parts of the 
State—and as far as known to us—generally to the satisfac- 
tion of those for whom they have labored. _ 

The foregoing is most respectfully submitted.
